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the chriſtiah Religion, tenths LO was out of queſtion, ſo tha# 
then hy need not aske whether their children ſhould enjoy the privi- 
ledges of the chriſtian church ; this being the true genuine meaning of 
the Text: Now let us ſee what truth is in Maſter Tombes interpretation 
of it, ſaying, Now they are legittimate, now they are not baſtards; 
but can any rationall man chink this, that if a mans wife was conver 
ted to the chriſtian Religion, that then ſhee would come to the Apo- 
{tles to aske them whether or not their children were baſtards ; could 
any man living tell that bettet then ſhee hep ſelfe ; if ſhee were a whore 
then they were baſtards, but not elſe. Againe,them that were lawfally 
married betore Pay! came amongit them, and had children, they were 
not baſtards by Maſter Tombes owne confeſſion ; bnt ſaith Paul of thoſe 
children, that-they were uncleane then, but now ſaith he, they are ho- 
ly, becauſe one of the Parents is become a chriſtian, now thoſe chil- 
dren are not heathens but chriſtians; ſothen, if the ſame children 
which before were uncleane, and now are holy by the converſion of 
one of the Parents, it muſt needs be ſuch a holinefle to diſtinguiſh them 
from Infidels, to be of the true chriſtian Charch ; then he that denies 
this truth, muſt needes draw this concluſion, that the ſame children 
which before Payl came there were baſtards, but now one of the Pa- 
rents is converted to the chriſtian Religion, thoſe children that were 
baſtards and uncleane, are now holy and no baſtards. Againe, ſhall 
we be ſuch fools, as to think, becauſe the husband is a Chriſtian, that 
his chriſtianity will ſo ſanCtife his wife, that ſhee cannot have a ba- 
ſtard, or will her being a chriſtian ſo ſanfifie her husband that he can- 
not haze a baſtard; if this were true,then how comes it to paſſe that we 
have ſo many baſtards in Eng/. when both the husband & the wite pro- 
felle thgmfelyes to be chriſtians,and yet ſometimes both of them are ſo 
prophane as to have baſtards ? then I ſay, that holineſſe ſpoken of by 
Paul is that mark of diſtin&ion to be knowne from Turks and Infidels 
to be of the viſible Church of Chriſt,and therefore have a true right to 
baptiſme, and ſo toall other Ordinances and priviledges of the chri- 
ſtian Church, although infancy or ficknefſe may hinder them from 
ſome of them, yet it cannot from baprtiſine, being onely paſſive, the 
work is done upon them, and no a&tion required of them, therefore 
they may and ought to be baptized. 

Niathly,they objedt againit my fifth ground, ſaying, that command 
of God ceafed, which did command to ſet the token of the Covenant 
upon Jewilh Infants, when Chriſt came and changed that token of cir- 
cunxilton into baptiſme : But I ſay, the command remaines, although 


the token be changed ; as for inſtance : God commanded the children

in vaine; but although the Church of the ewes be cur off, and the chri- 
ſtan Church grafted in, we may nor fay thefe commands were repeald 
when the 'Chureti was changed; 'and to conclade that Chriſtians may 
[rave other gods, and bow dawne to them, and worlhip them, and take 
thename of Ifraels God in vaine, becaufe the command was not made 
tous, bitrethem; nor keep no Sabbath; becaufe the command was 
made to them and not to ns-3 nor ſet the token of the Covenant on our 
children, becauſe it was tothem-and not to us, becauſe our Church and 
Sabbath, and roken of the Covenant was all changed ; then unleſle you 
betninded to caſt off God, the Sabbath, the Sacraments, the true Re- 
ligion, let your children be baptized. 

'Tenthly, they objeRt, ſaying, thoſe that have a right to one of the 
Sacraments, have a right to bath,but Infants have no right to the Lords 
Sepper, becauſe they cannot examine themſelves, nor remember the 
death of Chriſt, nor diſcerne his body in the Sacrament, then Infants 
may not be baptized: I axſw. "Thoſe impediments that hinder them front 
recetving the Lords Supper;'are nd impediments to hinder them from 
Bapriſme, becanſc rrothing is required in the baprized Infants ; they are 
meerly paſſive, the work is done upon them, when as the Lords ſar per 
requires many 4fions,'as to rake, cat, doe this, in men of age and un- 
derſtanding. Againe, 1 doubt not but Infants have a right ro both Sa- 
craments, and alt other Ordinances, althongh by naturall infiemiries 
they art for the preſent difabled fromi ſome of them, as by Releveſſe or 
infancy ; yet this hinders not, nor diſables any from Baprifme, there- 
fore Infants ought to be baptized, although baptiſme is not of abſolite 
neceſſity where it-cannot be had, yet this contempr of it is damnable, 
but in tithes of perſeention, or ina journey, it may be deferred, as Hra- 
el did in the Wilderiteſſe forty yeers, eſs. 5. 5. but they might nottoe 
ſo in Canaan, for if tliey doe, it may be their children when they come 
to age would defpife that Ordinance, and then they are to be cut off 
from Tjrae!, becauſe they have broken the Covenant, Gen. 17. 14. and 
how doe theſe men know but their children will deſpiſe the covetiant 
when rhey come to'age ? Nay, I dare ſay, it is the onely way tormake 
them deſpiſe it when they come to age ; for it is ſaid, / all the prople' that 

beard Cqrift, and the Publicans, juſtified God, being, baptized with the baptiſme of 


John (that is) with,water, Mat. 3. 11 . but the Phariſes and Lawyers rejected

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t be Cottucell of God, being not baptizedof Jahn,Luke y.29.30.And it were a 
juſb judgement of Ggd upon ſuch Parents, ahat will not-ſer that marke 
of diſtin&tion, to ſever their children from Turks by baptiſmeghar'they 
ſhould never be ſevered from corrupted nature to the fate, pf grace 3 
then to avoid this, let them be baptized. - A | 
Eleventhly,'they obje&t,/that it Chriſt,who ſaith,lecrne of me,was not 
baptized till he was 3o yeers'old, then Jatants nut not-be baptized, Luke 
3-23.But the lirſt'is truegerge,10 is the ſecand.] av/w.lt is true chat Chrikt 
bad us learne of him to be humble and meek, Mat.411.28. but he did not 
bid us learne of him to be 30 yeers old before that we þe baptized, and 
it we learne that, we muſt neither be more nor lefſe but juſt of his age. 
Againe, he was both circumcized and baptizedi, but he did not bid us 
learne both. Againe, at thirty yeeres ald he put anend to the Jewiſh 
Religion, and could not be baptized before 3 neither could he tet up 
Chriltian Religion, till he had put doawne the Jewiſh Religion : But I 
would not have the Anabaprtiſts to tarry till they be thirty yeers old be- 
fore they become Chriſtians, and ſay they learned te doe fo of Chriſt. 
Againe, at the ſame time, others were baptized at ſeverall ages, 1omye 
more,ſome leſſe then the age of Chyiltz then the matter lay in this,whe- 
ther they were converted from falſe Religions to the true Religion, al- 
though they were uot converted from the ſtate of corrupted nature, to 
the ſtate of grace, they baptized them 3; we read of none that ever 
were denied to be baptized but the Phariſes and Sadduces who came to 
Jobn to be baptized ; but he refuſed to baptize them,begguſe they would 
not leave their ſe&s and ſcilmes, they would be Phariſes and Saddaces 
ſtill, therefore he cals them A generation of Vipers, Mat.3.7. becauſe ſuch 
would eat out the bowels of the chriitianChurchzthis might be an icem 
to all the ſets and ſcilmes amongſt us, who are no better then Vipers 
both to Church and State ; but when any was admitted to Baptiſme, if 
they did but beleeve that Chriſt was the Sonne of God, and his was the 
true Religion 31 ſay,although they ſhould become Papilts-or prophane 
drunkards, or ſwearers, or adulterers, and ſhould be excommunicated 
for ſuch wickedneſle, yet ſtill they having a right to the Qrdinances,as 
a Free-man hath of a Corporation,, although for the preſent he be in 
priſon, and cannot make ale of it, till he hath compounded wich his 
adverſaries, and this man given fatisfaftion to the Church ; therefore 
his children ought to be baptized, unleſle the Parents turn Turks, and 
ſo renounceChriſt and chriſtian Religion;yet if but one of them ſhould 
doe this, their children are holy, and ought to be baptized, notwith- 
tanding all other failings wharloeyer. - 
. Twelftbly, thed objeRt, if none _ be bapcizey, and ſo receive aha

token of the Covenant but ſach as have the Covenant, then Inſants nuſt 
not be baptized ; but they ſay thefirſt is true, becanſe they are uncapable to 


receive the covenant; therefore they ought not to be baptized, which is the 


token of the covenant. - Here I might anſwer, that chriſtian Infants are as 
capable both to receive the covenant and the token of it,” as the Jewiſh In- 
fants were ;-but it-is not trae to ſay they onely that have the covenant muſk 
have the ſignes and tokens of it, for the male children of the Jewes all had 
the token of the covenant, both the ele and reprobates without any diffe- 
rence, and women which were in the covenant of grace as well as men, yet 
the figne and token of it was ſet onely on men, though reprobates, rather 
then 0n women, though never ſo faithfull ; for the token of the cavenant 
is not given as a erfonall benefit to all that have it, bur it 1s given for 
the good of Gods people, who ought to rejoyce and be thanktull for it 
where-ever they ſee it; God miadea covenant with Alam, butthetoken of 
it was ſet On trees 3 and God made a covenant. with N1ab, but the token of 


it was ſet in the clouds ; ſo God might have ſet the token of the covenant - 


of grace in the clouds or on trees,or onely on wicked men ifhe had fo plea- 
ſed 3 then ſhall we quarrell with God, and ſay, we will have the token of 
the covenant-ſet onely on ſuch as-have the covenant, as if the rain-bow 
ſhould be ſet on all-men finee Noabs flood ; no, let us do as faithfull women 
did tr the Church of the Jewes, who: could rejoyce and be thankful for 
the token: of the covenant of grace, althougly it was not ſet on them but on 
men onelys- and many of them reprobates;. yet we doe not find that ever 
they murmured agataſt- God, becauſe they bad nor the token of the cove= 
nant upon them as well as'men 3 then I conclude, notwithftanding theſe 
objeRions, that chriſtian Infants ought to be baptized. 

But Maſter Tombes hath ſome more places of Scripture to examine, the 
firſt is Gen. 17+ 7+ fron which we prove that God did eſtabliſh his everla- 
ſting Covenant to Abrabam ; and verſe 21: he eſtabliſhed that everlaſting 
covenant alſo with Faac z and being eſtabliſhed thus ro 4brabam and I aac, 
ther-it was alſo confirmed unto Jacob, for an everlaſting covenant, P{al. 
105 10. But this covenant was made with Chriſt -from all eternity ; ſo 
Prov. $. 23. x Pet. 1. 20. Titus t. 2. now circtmci{ion was a token of that 
everlaſting covenant,Gen. 17. 10, 1x. and not a token that they ſhould en- 
Joy the land of -Canaan, and fo it _—_— baptiſme, which is alſo a token 
of that everlaſting TT 5d the Father made withGod the Sor 
from all eternity ; but Maſter Tombes ſaith, that Covenant to which cir- 
cumeiſion-hadrelation, being eſtabliſhed to- Abrabam, that he ſaith was a 
mixed covenant,and therfore not the-ſams with ours. Zanſw. All temporall 

promiles both to Abrabams poſterity and alſo to us, are but the over-flow- 


ing of tlioſe promiles contained inthat everſting- covenant, for godlineſſe 
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hath: the promiſe of the life that _ 3 and of that which is to come, 
x Zim. 4. 8. ſeek the righteouſnefſe of Chriſt, and all thefe things ſhall be 
added unto you, Matth. 6. 33. ſo then, we have as many promiles of out= 
ward things as the Jewes had ; but then to encreaſe his doubting, he faith, 
Abraham's ſeed is many wayes to be taken. I an{w.. The ſeed to whom the 
coyenant was made was but one, and that was Chriſt, Gal. 3. 16. and to 
all the ele when they are grafted into Chriſt by faith, as we enter into the 
firſt Adams covenant when we come to have his image of nature,ſo we come 
into the ſecond Adams covenant when we come to have his image of grace 3 
now circumcilion was the token of this covenant to the Jewes, as baptiſme 
is to Chriſtians 3 bur 1 ſhall ſpeak more fully of this, in anſwer to Captaine 
Hobjons firſt argument. 

Secondly, Maſter Tombes ſaith, to encreaſe his donbrings, that if baptiſm 
ſucceed circumciſion, then none but males ought to be baptized, becauſe 
none but males were circumciſed, and Jobn Baptiſt did baptize before cir- 
cumcilion of right ceaſed, therefore it doth not ſucceed circumciſion, al- 
though they both ignifie the righteouſneſſe of faith, Rom.'4.11.6.3. 1 Pet. 
3-21. and the ſame.ſanfification of the heart, Col.2.11,12. But faith he, 
they differ in ſome things; firſt, circumciſion did fignifie, that Chriſt 
ſhould come of Taac, G2n.17-21. butbaptiſme doth fignific his death and 
reſurreftion. T ax/w. although they are botltokens of the ſame covenant, 
yet they may in ſome things differ in their fignitication, and yet agree 
well together,thus : circumcilion more lively ignited mortitication, and 
the death of finne in the crucifying and death of Chriit, and of juſtifying 
the ſinner by the blood of Chriſt ; and baptiſme more cleerly ſignifies the 
buriall of finne in the buriall of Chriſt, and ri.ing from the death of ſinne 
to the life of grace by the reſurreftion of Chriit, an4 waſhing away one 
finnes by the ſpirit of Chriſt, he being under water, and aroſe ont of the 
water, and as water waſheth away the filth of our bodies, ſo the blood of 
Chriſt waſheth away our ſinnes 3 but to ſay circcumciuon was a token, that 
Chriſt ſhould come of T/aac, Maſter Tombes contradicts it himlelte, ſaying, 
y_ baptized before circumcilion ſhould of right ceaſe, and yet Chriit was 

rne thirty-yeeres before, which hangs together 1:ke harpe and harrow 
and Payl circumciſed Timotyy after Chritts afſention, ſee Acts 16.3. and attzr 
he had preached of his reſurreftion _—_ times 3 but this had-been notor- 
ouſly wicked, if circumciſion had ſignified that Chriſt was yet for to come 
of Taac: ſecondly, he ſaith circumciſion ſignified that the lraclites were 
ſeperated from all Nations ; but I ſay ns, for if any would turne to the 
Jewes Religion they ſhould be circumcized, let thzm be of what Natiou 
- atone ; ſothen it was onely a note of diſtinftion of their Religion 
from all other, and that they onely had the true: viſible Church of God, 


and ſv bapxiſme is one mark of the chriſtian Church,, whereby it is known 
| | rf &rom.. 
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from Turks and Infidels : T hiedly, he Lit circumciſion {ignifed that Mc» 
ſes Law was to be obſerved, from Gal. $« Zo But how can that be, when it 
was not given till tour hundred yeers after : fourthly, he ſaith circumciſion 
did ſigne the promiſe of the Land of Canaan to them, and baptiſme ſignes 
eternall life by Chriſt : But ſay, they both figntiie and figne the pro- 
mile of that everlaſting covenant made with Chrilt tor the ele, yet not to 
all that have it, but co Gods r= that are amongſt ns ; and for Canaan, | 
ſay it was but an overplus, of thote promiſes which we enjoy as well as the 


Jewes, when as ſpirituall and erernall mercies were the principal] things” 


intended in that everlaſting covenant ; and whereas he ſaid,it baptiſme ſuc- 
ceed circamcition, then none but males mult be baptized. 1 have anſwered, 
the command by Chriſt is now enlarged to all Nations, and to females ; it 
this man be not faichlefſe, but faithtull, 1 ſuppoſe this may fatisfic the 
doubt from this Scripture, why chriſtian Infants may not be baptized. 

Thirdly, his examination of other Scriptures, ro encreaſe his doubtings 
are theſe, As 16.15,32433-18.8. 1 Cor.1.16. he faith, the words to the 
Jaylor were ſpoketoall in his houſe, and he rejoyced, belecving God 
with all his houſhold 3 - and Criſpus beleeved God with all his houſe, and 
was baptized 3 hence he concludes, that the name of the whole houle is to 
be underſtood, that thoſe which beleeved in it onely were baptized : Bur I 
have anſwered already, that if -but one of the Parents become a chriſtian, 
the children are holy, which cannot be denied by any Sctiprture or ſound 
reaſon : And againe, he hath ſaidnothing of Liddiabs houthold; and be- 
{ides, although the Jaylor had ſervants whcih belecwed by hearing aend ſe- 
ing the Apoſtles carriage in the priſon, yet Liddia was a ſtranger, going to 
heare Paul preach,was converted,and he came'and baptized her whole houſ- 
hold immediately, and it may be never ſaw them before ; neither was it ma- 
teriall, whether children was of age or not, ® may ſufhce, that they bapti- 
zed whole honſholds,' of which Infants was a part; and I ſay againe, al- 
though they were uncleane before, if but one of the Parents beleeved, and 
was baptized, yet now they are holy,and if both Parents profelſe themſelves 
chriſtians, wyich is our caſe in England, the matter is out of doubt, there 
Infants ought to be baptized. Againe, when God gave the token of the 
covenant to Abrabam, he commanded that the token ſhould be ſet on all 
the males in his houſe, and he accordingly obeyed, and did fo, Gen. 17.12. 
27. and ſaith the Lord,] know that Abrabam will teach bis children and bis bouſhold 
after bim to keep the way of the Lord, Gen. 18. 19. and faith Joſhua, as for me and 
my bouſho'd we will ſerve the Lord, Joſh.24.15. Now I have faid and proved be- 
fore, that Chrilt came not to take away the token of the covenant, but to 
change it, and to enlarge it,' but the covenant and the command are both 
the ſame, and remaine ſtill ; ſee my anſwer to the ninth Objeftion ; then it 
is cleare, that it houſholds were circumciſed and baptized, then our lafants 
may and ought to be baptized, 
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I ſhall anfwer two Queſtions : Suppoſe where heathens and chriſtians 
live in a land together, yet at ſome diſtance, and the heathen ſhould take 
away a chriſtians Infant before it be baptized, and reſolve to keep it by vio- 
lence from them, only they will give the chriſtian leave to come with a Mi- 
niſter and baptize it, but they will not part with the child ; now may this 
man goe and baptize it, and engage himfelfe to bring it up in the chriſtian 
Religion : Tazw. No ; it were ftn and folly to promiſe that which he can- 
not performe, the child being kept ont of his hands by Infidels ; yea,ict were 
as bad and ſinfull to doe as thoſe did under the Prelats government, who 
did engage themſelves, that the child ſhould forſake the devill and all his 
works, and all the Jults of the fleſh, and beleeve the Articles of the chriſtian 
faith, and keepe all Gods Commandements; therefore it ought not to be 
done. The ſecond Queſtion is this ; ſuppoſe a child of heathenith Infidels 
{honld by ſome providence of God, lawfilly come under the government 
of chriſtians, ought the child to be baptized ? I anſw. Yes, becauſe they have 
power to bring it up in the chriſtian Religion, therefore Abraham was com- 
manded to circumciſe al the males in his houſe, ſome of them being children 
of Infidels, becauſe the Lord knew that Abraham would command his houſ- 
hold to doe that which is right in the (1ght of the Lord, Gen. 18. 19. and 
chriſtians have the ſame power ro bring up thoſe under their government 
in the chriſtian Religion ; and this alfo may anſwer Maſter Tombes, when 
he ſaith,Tfants bapti/me may be a meanes to baptize them of uncertain prozeny : But 
I fay, if chriſtians have power to bring them up in the chriſtian Religion, 
and they can bring them up in no other, b:caule the whole Kingdome hath 
embraced it 3 neither need they now to have any ſureties to engage them- 
ſelves to bring them up in it, ſeeing the whole Kingdome hath embraced it 
and doe profeſle it. 

Fourthly, Maſter Tombes ſaith, Baptiſme is doubtfull.becauſe it cannot be 
nroved that it was in uſe in the next age after the Apoſiles. Fifthly, Ma- 
lter Tombes Gaith, Infants baptiſme is doubtfull,becaule in the ſucceeding age 
afterwards, it was held to bz a written tradition. T an/w. If it be proved. 
that it was in the Apoftles times, and that by the command of Chrif, then 
the Apoſtacy of the times cannot make itunlawful} ; but the firlt-is proved 
ſafficiently,yet more ſhall be faid to it in anfwer to Capraine Fobſorf; third 
argument 3 then this doth not juſtly hinder chriſtians Infants from bap- 


tifme. - ; 
Sixthly, Maſter Tombes ſaith, Infants baptiſme bath occaſioned many hu- 
mane ihventions to underprop it+ Firſt, ſreties in baptifme ; ſecondly, 
epiſcopall confirmation 3 thirdly, the reformed union by examination be- 
fore the Comnmnion ; fourthly, the Church=zovenant as it is in New-Eng- 
land. I amſw. theſe are all meere fcandals caſt upon the Presbyreriall go- 


verrment, which doth utterly ſuppreſic theyr all. -/,

Seventhly,, Maſter Tombes faith, Intants baptiſme hath occaſioned vr 
hath been as the birth to foſter many errours ; firſt, that baptiſme conferres 
grace by the work done ; ſecondly; baptiſme is regeneration 3 thirdly, that 
Infants dying, are ſaved by the faith of the Parents ; fourthly, that ſome re- 
generate may fall from grace. 1 an/w. The abuſe of Infants baptiſme doth 
not nuliifie it, neither can it be truly ſaid to be the ground of theſe errours, 
for we hold that it may be done upon reprobates as well as circumcifion 
was , neither is it a perſonall benefit to thoſe that have it, bur it is onely 
viven as a benefitto the godly, who live amonſt them ; and ſo the baptiſme 
of reprobates may benefit the godly , although ir doth nor benefit them- 
ſelves that have it, ' 

Eightly, Maſter Tombes ſaith, baptiſme of Infants cauſeth many faults in 
diſcipline, and in divine worſhip, and in converſation, ſuch as theſe ; firſt 
private baptiſme ; ſecondly,baptiſme of Infants ; thirdly, baptiſme by wo- 
men;fourthly,baptiſme of uncertaine Progeny; fifthly,baptiſme in the name 
of the Lord, who know not the Lord nor have ever conſented, and perhaps 
will never conſent to the confeſſion of the name of the Lord : fixthly, it 
hath brought in the admiſſion of ignorant and prophaneto the communi- 
on of the Lords ſupper : ſeventhly, it perverts the order of diſcipline to 
to baptize and then to catechize : eighthly, it turnes the Sacrament into a 
ceremony or prophane feaſting : ninthly, ic makes men forget that ever 
they were baptized: tenthly, it takes away or diminiſheth zeale and indu- 
liry to know the Goſpell. T anſw. Moſt of theſe are ſcandals without any 

roofe, as the five laſt, and there is but one of the other five altogether un- 
[awful ,and that is baptiſme by women 3 and yet this is held by | Ana- 
baptiſts to be lawfull, which is not lawfull, but abominable, and he makes 
a perhaps to the fifth, where there is no cauſe, for the Parents have power 
to bring them up to p_ the chriſtian Religion, which is as much as 
the Apoſtles required before they did admit them to baptiſme ; then theſe 
ten faults are not ſufficient to hinder chriſtian Infants from baptiſme. 

Ninthly, Maſter Tombes ſaith, that Infants baptiſme is an occaſion of 
many unneceſſary diſputes, foſtering contention, which can never be de- 
termined by any certaine rule, ſuch as theſe ; firſt, baptizing Infants of ex- 
communicated perſons : ſecondly, baptizing Infants of apoſtates : «thirdly, 
baptizing Infants of Parents that are not members of a gathered Church : 
fourthly, baptizing Infants of thoſe whoſe Anceſtors were beleevers, and 
thenext Parents remaining ti} in” unbeliefe. 7 anſw. the firſt: and laſt of 
theſe the Church of England makes no doubt of, nor of the ſecond, unleſle 
they turne Turks, and fo renounce the chriſtian Religion ; and the third is 
a meer cavill of Independents, for he that is baptized into the chriſtian 
faith and Religion, is a member of the chriſtian Church, where-ever he is ; 
then notwithſtanding this argument;chriſtian Infants ought to be baptized,

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6 Maſter Tombes ſaith, Th, Baptiſme of Infants was oppoſed 
inthe midſl of the darkneſſe of Popery , by the fame men that oppoſed 
invocation of Saints, and prayer for the dead,and adoration of the Crofle, 
{anſwer , In the midſt of that darknefſe ſome light might be hid from 
thoſe that ſought to bring in the light of the Goſpell ; but we need 
not to fetch proofe from thoſe darke times, for Luther denyed ſome part 
of Scripture to be the Word of Ged, and he held contubftantiation, ubi- 
quity of Chriſts body,and'yer he withliood Popery more powerſully then 
any of thofe before fie, Then this cannot hinder Infants Baptiſme. 
leventhly , Maſter Tombes ſaith , the aſſectors of Infants bepriſme do 
not agree amongſt them{elves, upon what foundation they may build it. 
I anſwer, Though feverall men bring ſeverall arguments for it, this can- 
not nullife it, Againe, they all agree iu the command of Chriſt, and the

"Laſtly , Maſter Tombes ſaith; Infants Baptiſme ſeemes to take away one

All theſe doubts are briefly mentioned by Maſter Tombes in the begin- 
ning of his Booke, Intitnled, Ar exercitation of Infants Baptiſme, before his 
Aniver to Mafter Marſþal, therefore I forbeare to ſet downe the ſeverall 
pages to finde them. 

Here 1 ſhall ſpeake ſomething touching re-baptizing,or often baptizing, 
becauſe Maſter Tombes in his great Booke ſeemes to favour it, ſaying , If 
we had as cleare Scripture for Intants Baptiſme as we have for re-bapti- 
zing, our controverſie would ſoone be ended ; and by other ſuch like paſ- 
ſages inhis Booke.

zed becauſe I was an Infant,and knew not what was done, bur this I have 
already anſwered ; then ſuppoſe another fay, I was ſprinkled, which is to 
rinſe and not to baptize, therefore I was not rightly baptized ; this I ſhall 
anſwer'in the ſecond point.” T hen-ſuppoſe another ſay, I was baprized ei- 
ther by a drunken Prieſt, that cannot pteach and baptize-as he ought, 
Mzt.:8.19. or elſe by a Popiſh Prieſt, who had kis: Ordination from Po- 


iſh Biſhops,thereforeT was not rightly'/baptized, and may be re- baptized. 
ut here 1 would know how our arcs Preachers can prove their

.. Ninthly, The Sacraments muſt be Adminiſtred where the Word is 
Preached ; for faith Chriſt, Teach all Nation# baptizing them, Matth.28.19, 
He doth not fay Preach in one place, and then take them to a River to 
plange them : And to hold that one Ordinance alone is to be adminiſtred 
apart from the meeting placeof the Aſſembly fot all pther pablike dutics , 
is ſure the Popiſh Pilgrimage, or at leaſt is going a Preceſſioning ; for 
ie was - never juſtified of Chriſt, and therefore to be abhorred of 
Chriſtians, 

Tenthly, Water is a figne of the Blood of Chriff, which is called the 
Blaed of ſprinkling, having ſprinkled our hearts from an evil conſcience, 
Heb.10, 20.. and 12.24. And Moſes ſprinkled tho people, and faid, Behold 
ghe blood of the Covenant, Exod. 24.8. And the Lord faith, 7 will prink/c 
you With clean Water, and ye ſhall be clean, Exch, 36. 25, Then why ſhould 
not this Prophecy be fulfilled in ſprinkling the baptized ? And why ſhould 
not the figne of Water reſemble the ſu e by ſprinkling ? Therefore 
the baptized ought rather to be ſprinkled, then plunged into the Water ; 
and becauſe Chriſt faith , If 1 waſs one part, thow art clean every Whit, Zobn 
33. $, Then ſprinkling and not plunging, is moſt agreeing tothe minde of 
Chriſt.
